HENRY FORD MAKES 


FIRST ANNOUNCEMENT

ment of definite plans for his peace 
expedition which will sail for Eu- 
rope Saturday on the Scandinavian- 
American liner Oscar II.

Anti-Tuberculosis Campaign 


The observance 
of "Tuberculosis 


Sunday" seems likely to be more 
general than ever this year. 
It is a 


grisly sounding title to give one of 
our cherished days of rest. 
But a 


lot of work has to be done to arouse 
the public. 
Sunday services offer 


a chance for interesting a 
great 


many people in a good cause. 


The occasion should be taken each 


year to urge people to visit physi- 
cians when they suspect themselves 
affected by this trouble. 
The ma- 


jority of persons have a horror of 
being examined for a serious dis- 
ease. 
They imagine they are better 


off not to know that they have some 
bad complaint. They should realize 
that tuberculosis, if taken in its ear- 
ly stages, is usually curable. 
It is 


a problem of enough fresh air, rest, 
and good food. These medicines are 
iii reach of most peoples around 
here. 


It is pathetic to see how people 


will struggle along under this mal- 
ady for months or years, continuing 
to work and live without the need- 
ed fresh air. As the disease reaches 
its last stages, they awake to the 
need of a radical step. 
They leave 


for some climate supposed to be cur- 
ative. But the change 
comes too 


late. 
They are taken away from 


families without means of support, 
who are left with a scar of tragedy 
across their lives. Had they but rec- 
ognized the 
trouble 
earlier, 
they 


might be living and working now. 
Attempts to continue in one's em- 
ployment when suffering from the 
beginnings of this disease are dan- 
gerous, and apt to be penny wise and 
pound foolish. 


A constant crusade should be kept 


up against the habit of spitting in 
the streets. The protest against this 
disgusting custom is no mere mat- 
ter of manners and civic neatness. 
It is a fight for public healtn, as 
against the easiest way of spreading 
America's worst disease. 


These matters may not sound just 


like pulpit and parlor themes. 
But 


this is no subject for squeamishness, 
and public speakers 
should 
talk 


plainly about it. 


It is probable that some of this 


opposition to Preparedness would 
disappear by a proper distribution of 
the new business among the districts 
with influential congressmen.

Defense Inside the Lines. 


(Chicago Herald.) 


A forecast of his message shows 


that President Wilson is not confin- 
ing himself to one aspect of national 
defense. 
He intends to call for pre- 


paredness to resist not only the ag- 
gressions of the.foe 
from 
without 


but also of the foe from within. 
He 


will demand that the arm 
of 
the 


government be strengthened to deal 
more capably with those who abuse 
our hospitality and do not hesitate 
to plot the destruction of American 
property and American lives in the 
attempt to aid a foreign country. 


That there is need for attending 


well to this aspect of national defense 
is evident. It is proved not only by 
numerous outrages but also by the 
difficulty which the government has 
found in punishing the perpetrators. 
This difficulty, as was pointed out 
in that extraordinary appeal of the 
government to the states for aid a 
short time since, arises 
from 
our 


dual form of government. Most of 
the crimes perpetrated come within 
the state and not the federal juris- 
diction. And the states have shown 
themselves extraordinary lax or ex- 
traordinarily incapable of 
meeting 


the situation. 


However, this anomalous situation 


can be remedied. 
Punitive legisla- 


tion can bring such criminals within 
the federal as well as the state juris- 
diction. The President 
Is said 
to 


favor legislation amending the anti- 
trust laws so as to give the govern- 
ment the power to prosecute all at- 
tempts to interfere with the manu- 
facture ot" munitions, either by fires 
or explosions or by inducing men to 
quit their employment, as efforts to 
restrain trade and commerce. Either 
that plan should be adopted or some 
other way should be found to give 
the federal government the power 
which experience so plainly counsels. 


There may be some question as 


to the reported intention to couple 
the proposed government merchant 
marine bill with the general plan for 
national defense. 
But there can be 


no question that legislation to deal 
with the men who 
would 
sacrifice 


American property and 
American 


lives to foreign interests is an es- 
sential part of 
such 
a 
program. 


When the country girds itself against 
a foreign foe. it must know that it 
is adequately protected against those 
who would stab its defenders in the 
back 
without hesitation and with- 


out remorse.

Americans traveling on the Continent 
are increasing. 
Waiter More Rum- 


mel, the American composer and pi- 
anist who has been living for many 
years in Paris, and his wife, former- 
ly Therese Chaigneau, a French pi- 
anist, were arrested at Dieppe re- 
cently, suspected of being spies. 


They were returning home 
from 


London where professional 
engage- 


ments called them. 
They had sub- 


mitted their papers to the 
French 


Consulate General in London 
and 


had received a safe-conduct to Paris. 
They had an American passport and 
a personal letter from Mi. Thackara 
the Consul General. 
They were 


searched after their arrest at Diep- 
pe. 
Although nothing suspicious 


was found they were detained in a 
hotel overnight. The next morning 
Rummel was taken by 
gendarmes 


through the streets, followed by chil- 
dren calling out that he was a Ger- 
man. 
Both he and Ins 
wife 
were 


locked up in prison until the next 
morning. Rummel's cell companion 
were two persons accused of theft.

American Consul in Rouen. 


Mr. Rummel's father and

father were British. His mother wa 
the daughter of S. F. B. Morse, th 
inventor of the telegraph, Rummel

in Berlin during a period when his 
father was theie on business.

was registered as British-born at the 
British Consulate 'His paients went 
to America when he was three vears 
old.

The circumstance that 
he was born 
in Berlin appears

have drawn upon him the suspicion 
that he was German.

fully into the affair and has made 
representations to the Foreign Office 
upon the indignities Mr. and 
Mrs 


Rummel suffered. 
They have spent 


most of their time since the war be- 
gan in hospital and other charitable 
work in France, particularly in or- 
ganizing funds for musicians.

London, Dec. 2.—Reports received 


by the board of trade during Novem- 
ber tell of the sinking of 53 British 
steamers with a total net tonnage of 
61,072 with the loss of 646 lives. In 
the same period the loss was report- 
ed of 35 British sailing vessels of 
4,977 net tonnage with six lives. So 
far as the figures show, only twenty 
of the steamers were sunk by German 
warships and ten by mines, but 495 
of the lives lost were on steamers 
sunk by German warships.
